The sub executive 
committee of the Democratic organi- 
zation of the city and county of New 
York, is the |governing committee of 
the regular organization as recognized 
by thè State and National conven- 
tions. This committee, called together 
by telegraph early this 
morning,

Full Account of the Great 
Celebration. 


The court house square never pre- 
sented a more brilliant or pleasing as- 
pect than that which it assumed last 
evening on the occasion of the address 
of the Hon. Benj. F. Butler to the citi 
zens of Fort Wayne. There was an 
unusual desire among our citizens, 
both to see and to hear the great 
statesman, whose name has become 
famous throughout this broad land, 
and judging from the immense throng 
that £lled every available space on 
the square it really seemed as though 
half the city had turned out to do 
honor to the occasion. 


Chinese lanterns were hung from 
the east end of the Court House across 
Court street to the Foster building 
and the dim light emitted from them 
produced a most brilliant effect. A 
cannon, situated in the Court House 
yard, bslched forth a fiery flame at 
intervals and caused everyone within 
a mile of it to jump with fright. 


General Butler, who spoke at Bluff- 
ton yesterday, missed the afternoon 
passenger train and was forced to lay 
over until six o'clock litst evening^ 
and then had to take the caboose 
of 
a 
freight 
train 
in order 
to reach 
the 
city 
in 
time. 
He arrived, however, at 7 o'clock 
and was met at the depot by the First 
Voters, headed by the city band. He 
was escorted to a hack in waiting by 
Messrs. Randall and Hettler and the 
procession proceeded to the Aveline 
House, where the general partook of 
a light collation and proceeded at 
once, in company with several dis- 
tinguished citizens, to the speakers' 
stand 
at 
the 
east 
and 
of 
the court house, where the party 
arrived at precisely eight o'cloc k 
The appearance of Gen. Butler was 
the signal for a spontaneous burst of 
applause, which lasted for several 
minutes. 
After some little delay, 
ex'Mayor Randall came forward and 
introduced 
the 
distinguished 
speaker of 
the 
evening. 
The 
general then arose and proceeded 
to 
the 
front 
of 
the 
stand, 
but he could do nothing but bow, his 
compliments to the multitude, which 
continued to cheer for nearly five 
minutes. When quiet had been re- 
stored the speaker began in rather a 
low voice, which, however, increased 
in volume as he proceeded. He said 
that he was greatly fatigued, having 
traveled over twohundred miles with- 
out any rest, and was in no condition 
to speak, but would make the effort, 
at all events. It was no time, he said, 
for joking, but a time for cool, calm 
consideration. 
He alluded to the 
impending struggle, and to the great 
responsibility now resting upon every 
one to do his duty. He said

CHANGE 


is needed in the government, and ex- 
pressed himself as confident that 
the change would 
certainly take 
place. 
He attacked systematically 
the corruption of the party in power, 
and laid bare many new intrigues and 
crimes which have been committed by 
it in order to retain its grip upon the 
country, but the day of retribution is 
at hand, aiid that party which has for 
»0 long a time held the country as in 
a rice, will be buried from sight be- 
,neath an overwhelming majority. 


He advised the coalition of Demo- 
crats and Greenbackers against the 
common enemy, and felt confident 
that such a union throughout the en- 
tire land would lead to glorious re- 
sults. The speech was characterized 
throughout by the absence of any 
personal abuse of the opposition par- 
ty and dealt only with solid facts.
